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To the School Board and Citizens 
of New Durham 


It is due the people of New Durham School District to 
have at least a partial report of the schools. As we have 
had only about 16 weeks in one school and much less in 
another on account of the war conditions, infiuenza, and 
transportation difficulties, this report will be brief. We 
regret the unfortunate conditions, but the school officials 
have done the best they could for the schools. 

The most pressing needs of the New Durham schools 
seemed to be the grading of the pupils in their work, more 
modern books and supplies for teacher and pupil, a better 
attendance on the part of some of the pupils, and a strong- 
er interest on the part of the citizens of New Durham in 
their schools. 


Relying on the school work done in the first month of 
the year, as well as on some practical examinations in 
reading, writing, spelling, arithmetic, composition and 
grammar, each pupil has provisionally been assigned to 
his grade which the report card sent the parents shows. 
The attendance law requires that all pupils shall finish 
the eight grades of the elementary course unless a pupil 
passes his sixteenth birthday before that time. Most 
pupils who attend regularly will be able to make their pro- 
motions at the end of each year. 

We have placed in the schools a good number of books. 
More are still needed, as well as other supplies for con- 
structive handiwork, drawing, etc. Also maps and globes 
and charts are needed. With a good appropriation next 
year, we shall be able to make up some of the deficiency 
still lacking. 
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Parents are urged to keep their children in school every 
day the school is in session unless they are sick or it is im- 
possible for them to attend. The children cannot make 
their grades unless they attend regularly. Parents are 
urged to visit school and encourage the teacher in every 
way possible. 

May I say from what I know of your children that they 
are in every way as capable as children in other places. 
Some things have been omitted,in their education which 
it will be easy for us to supply and without burdensome 
expense. There areabout 40 pupils at present. , 


The expense of running schools has increased materially 
during the last two years. It has become impossible to 
get a trained.teacher with some experience without paying 
from $12 to $16 a week. Supplies are abovt double the 
price of two years ago and will not be lower for the com- 
ing fall. 

Some financial statement will be made orally by the 
school board at the annual meeting. Some estimate also 
will be given of the special needs of the district for the 
year beginning September 1, 1919. I am sure that the 
district will be ready to vote what is necessary to make 
the schools of New Durham just as efficient as they are 
anywhere in New Hampshire. 

May I say in conclusion that the superintendent will be 
more than glad to get acquainted with the people of New 
Durham. He also will be glad to receive suggestions for 
the school work under his care.
